Avia- 
tion supplies available and beaching faoilities at Marine Air Sta- 
tion« Paris Island. Four to six foot tide. Strong tidal current 
at wharves.

ZaladUca*- Landing and take-off for large craft north of rail- 
road bridge or south of state road bridge. Landing for small 
oraf t between bridges for take-off In small bridge taxi through 
railroad drawbridge and teike-off north of same. Gas and oil 
available for large seaplanes by truok and for small craft at pub- 
lic ^arf. No supplies. No beaoh. No tide. No ourrent. 

St. AuBuatlne .- Excellent landing for all seaplanes north of 
bridge.
